Seek Machinery 
To Fix Ability 
Of a President 


Two Proposals Made to 
Clarify Constitutional 
Provision for Deciding 
When Executive Head 
Is Incapacitated. 


Washington, February 18.—Pres!l- 
dent Wilson’s extended illness and 
the attendant discussion as to 
whether he was incapacitated for 
continuing his duties gave rise to- 
day to two proposals in the house 
to clarify and supplement constitu- 
tional provision on the subject. It 
was made clear, however, that nei- 
ther proposal was aimed at Presi- 
dent Wilson, the intent being to de- 
fine the procedure for future emer- 
gencies beyond: any possibility of 
minconstruction or partisan ac- 
tion,

of a resolution for a constitutional 
amendment, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Eess, of Ohio, chairman of

“Unless the constitution express- 
ly states that congress shall be the 
judge of the disability of the ex- 
ecutive,” Mr. Fess said, “it is argued 
that it cannot safely be allowed 
by inference; especially weuld this 
be true where the two departments 
might belong to different political 
parties. : 


“The uncertainty of the constitu- 
tional question would strongly 
argue the wisdom, if not necessity. 
of an amendment pointing the way 
out of a possible embarrassment.” 

Virtually the same procedure was 
outlined in a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Rogers, republican, Mas- 
Sachusetts, and referred to the ju- 
diciary conrmittee along with the 
Fess resolution. 

It would provide that the supreme 
court on the request of the senate 
or house should determine whether 
the president “is unable to discharge 


within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion.” The same tribunal would be 
authorized to say whether the pres- 
ident’s inability had been removed, 
in which case he would be réstored 
to office. 

“Nobedgy knows what constitutes 
inability or how it shall be deter- | 
mined,” Mr. Rogers said. .“‘Yet.the 
decision may be of supreme conse- 
quence to the nation. 

“It is bigh ti that we made cer- 
tain the uncertainty of the constitu- 
tion. I propose a very simple way 
—a way making prerequisite action 
by the legislative and judicial 
branches of the government, which, 
under the constitution, are co-ordi- 
nate with the president himself. 

“This is not a drive against the 
president. It is simply to eliminate 
intolerahle obscurity in our funda- 
mental law.”

FORBIDS REDUCTION 
OF WAGES AND RATES 


Conditions Stabilized in 
These Respects Until 
September 1—House 
Will Take Up Measure 
Next Saturday. | 


Washington, February 18.—Guar- 
antee against any reduction In 
wages before September 1 is given 
railroad workers in the revised 
draft of the railroad reorganization 
bill reported today to the senate and 
house. 

Railroad corporations, which are 
to regain control and operation of 
their properties March 1, are safe- 
guarded likewise by the compro- 
mise measure against rductions in 
rates and fare at the hands of state 
commissions prior to September 1, 
the bill providing  specicifically 
against any rate or fare reduction 
not approved by the _ interstate 
commerce commission, the federal 


regulatory body. 


The redrafted reorganization 
measure, while not prohibiting ad- 
vances either in wages or in rates, 
in the opinion of the members of 
the conference committee subserib- 
ing to the majority report, ‘thus 
will tend to stabilize conditions in 
the railread industry. in so far as 
the conferees deemed advisable. 

Measure Misunderstood. 

Before presentation of the con- 
ferees’ report and the  redrafted 
measure to the house, where it first 
was féesived, the section of the 
bill relative to wages was imter/ 
pretesd as establishing the pay of 
railroad employees at the level ef- 
fective when the properties are re- 
turned. This interpretation, which 
later was found to be erroneous, 
led to hurried conferences among 
railroad labor leaders in Washing- 
ton, dispatching of labor repre- 
sentatives to the capitol to ascer- 
tain the exact provision of the 
measure, and to the calling of a 
conference for tonight of officials 
of the fourteen railroad unions to- 
gether with Samuel Gompers and 
Frank Morrison, president and sec- 
retary, respectively, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. .The labor 
leaders, on learning that an ad- 
vance in wages was not precluded 
between March 1 and September lI, 
under the bill, generally expressed 
satisfaction with the provision 
against any reduction of pay dur- 
ing the next six months. 

The house fixed Saturday for 
consideration of the conference re- 
port, agreeing to meet an hour ear- 
lier than customary,. so a final 
vote might be reached before ad- 
journment. 

Minority Report. 

Representative Barkley, demo- 
crat, Kentucky, a minority con- 
feree, was given permission to file 
disagreeing report. He served 
notice that an effort would be made 
to send the bill back to the confer- 
ence under instructions to elimi- 
nate some of the provisions. Sup- 
porters of the report, however, 
that the report 
would be approved. 

Chairman Cummins, of the sen- 
ate commerce committee, announced 
that the report would be.taken up 
in the senate as soon as it was 
sent over from the house. 

Chairman Esch of the house man- 


|agers announced today the confer- 


ence report would be taken up in 
the house Saturday and Chairman 
Cummins of the senate managers 
expects to call it up in the senate 


at a later date. Despite the ex- 
pected opposition to the new wage 
section, republican leaders of both 
the house and senate expressed the 
belief the conference report would 
be adopted and the bill sent to the 
president with little change.

| measure as finally agreed upon are: 


Compulsory submission of labor 
disputes to a permanent federal 
board appointed by the president 
and composed of nine members 
equally divided between the em- 
ployers, employees and the public. 
No provision is made for enforcing 
the board's decision. 

Adjustment of rates by the inter- 
state commerce commission as to 
yield to carrfers a return of 5% per 
cent upon the aggregate valve ‘of 
their property with another half of 
one per cent for improvements. 

Distribution of half the net rail- 
way operating income in excess of 


‘six per cent of the property Value, 


equally between the carriers’ re- 
serve fund and the federal railroad 


contingent funds, which will be ad- 


ministered by the commission for 
the assistance of weaker roads. 


Guarantee te Reads.

Hé has had these 
views from these persons under cir- 
cumstances which guarantee their 
candor. <And' he has never heard 
any one even intimate that the pres- 
ident’s recovery is any less complete 
than his physiciane have said it is, 

Except the president's own letter, 
there is.no evidence to support that 
version of the Lansing episode, 
which is the basis of the bulk of the 
gossip now ctirrent in the United 
States. 

Signs of Lack of Unity. 

The more reasonable version Is 
that the president has long been un- 
comfortble in his relations with Mr. 
Lansing, and impatient with him, 
and that when it came to making 
the break the president refrained 
from putting it upon the basis of 
personal incompatibiilty, which was 
the true cause and a perfectly 
proper cause to give, and made the 
mistake in looking about for one of 
those euphemisms that are usual 
and understood on such conditions 
of putting it on constitutional 
grounds. 

If the president was giving the 
cause of his action in private con- 


versation, without the _  self-con- 
sciousness ofa formal and unfriend- 
ly correspondence destimed to be- 
come public, he would probably say 
that he had been irritated beyond 
his present measure of endurance 
by accumulating examples of the 
fact that in his conduct of foreign 
affairs, he had been under the hand- 
icap of lack of hearly support of | 
his policy, and what he deemed to 
be lack of loyalty to himself per- 
sonally fromhis secretary of state. 
In seeking to go as far away as 
possible from putting it on per- 
sonal grounds, he made the mistake 
of putting it on that ground which 
is least tenable. 

There haye been many of specific 
examples of lack of unity between 
the two men, any of which could 
have been made the occasion of the 
president’s action, and all of these 
are now being dug up from the past 
to satisfy the public insistence-that 
there must be some mystery back 
of it all. 

There is no mystery unldss that 
which he applied to those *lways 
disconcerting qualities of the presi- 
dent’s temperament, which qualities 
are much exaggerated just now by 
certain aspects of his immediate 
surroundings and by his illness. | 


Traits Aecentuated by Strain. 


It.is undoubtedly a fact that cer- 
tain aspects of Mr. Wilson's tem- 
perament which are fundamental] 
in his personality have been accen- 
tuated by long strain and intense 
fatigue. These traits of temperament 
perculiar to Mr. Wilson's personal- 
ity include irritability with oppo- 
sition or even with’‘the lack of in- 
stant acquiescence with. his viewa. 
Years ago at Princéton there was 
a saying. one of that class of popu- 
lar sayings which are not meant to 
express exact truth, but which 
are meant to picture a condition by 
exaggeration, to @ethe effect that 
“Woodrow Wilson just can’t bear to 
be contradicted: it makes him sick 
at the stomach”—a saying which 
probably contained a good deal of 
truth, as much as it was meant to 
contain. I myself have heard Pres- 
ident Wilson say that nothing irri- 
tates him, nothing leaves him so 
out at the end of the day, #0 men- 
tally fatigued, as to be told some- 
thing that he already knows. 

These and other traits come part- 
ly from the habit of mind devel- 
oped of a‘ school teacher dealing 
from a pedestal of authority with 
immature minds and partly from a 
lack of abundance in his nervous 
time. “not in politics.” He is not a 
“candidate.” He has no organiza- 
tion. He has no press agents. He

adds: 

“Secretary Lansing resigned ton 
late. He was a _ straightforward, 
conscientious and loyal man until 
he went to Paris, where, becoming 
the blind instrument of President 
Wilson, he lost the esteem of 
friends and adversaries alike. Mr. 
Lansing, Henry White and General 
Bliss were in fact mere marion- 
ettes which were moved at the 
pleasure of the stage manager o 
the theater at Versailles, at the 
same time Colonel House was en- 
trusted to the negotiation of for- 
eign affairs, not for America, but 
for President Wilson. 

“Mr. Lansing, assisted by a very 
competent staff, repaired many 
presidential blunders. He opposed 
the league of nations and favored 
the establishment of an interna- 
tional tribunal sufficiently strong 
to pass valid verdicts. He also dif- 
fered from Mr. Wilson on the Rus- 
sian question, mandates, the Ad- 
riatic dispute and the Turkish prob- 
lems. Usurpation of power is un- 
known in the history of America 
and the president acted ‘without 
the consent of the only body havin: 
the right to give it—the American 
senate and people.” 

GREATER PUBLICITY 
URGED IN LONDON. 

London, February 18.—Some of 
the London afternoon newspapers 
disagree wth the manner in which 
the negotiations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States have been 
carried out, and advocate greater 
publicity. The Padl- Mall Gazette 
suggests that perfectly open con- 
duct is necessary in the corres- 
pondence “so that the common sense 
of all the nations concerned may 
assist in the victory of reason and 
good temper.” 

The Westminister Gazette says 
that President Wilson’s note has 
created a situation of considerable 
delicacy, and the future relations 
of Great Britain and the United 
States may depend on the tact and 
enlightenment with which the sit- 
uation is handled. 

“The whole of both peoples is 
actutely concerned in the result,” 
it adds. “We must therefore reg- 
ister a protest against the manner 
in which the negotiations are being 
conducted. They are carried on 
in secrecy, only broken by unre- 
liable rumors, bu the three prin- 
cipal governments. The peoples 
have a right to know what is be- 
ing done in their name, so that they 
may be able to protest, if need be, 
against decisons which may affect 
their future relations.”

Belief on Both Sides Is 
Treaty No Nearer Rati- 


fication Than in July, 
1919—Hope Not-Waned.

(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, February 18.—When 
the treaty of peace failed to evoke 
oratory on the floor today, the spec- 
tators gathered around to survey 
the field and speculate on the out- 
come of the document’s second trip 
to the senate. 

There is a general under-current 
of nonchalant expressions on both 
sides of the chamber that the treaty 
is no nearer ratification than in 
July of last year, \or even Novem- 


ber, and yet, despite the new and+rier for -rate-making purposes 


unforeseen conditions that have en- 
tered into the treaty situation, hope 
for ratification with compromise 
reservations has by no means waned. 
The statement of Senator Hitch- 
cock was in reality an adroit move, 
as any student of the senate fight 
could discern. 

A mil@ sensation was created 
when members were informed of 
the government’s action in confirm- 
ing its threats to the allied powers 
to withdraw from the treaty of Ver- 
sailles if the Adriatic settlement 
was consummated on the lines pro- 
posed. 

Among republicans who have been 
opposing the treaty and who will in- 
sist- that it could not be ratified 
there was a disposition to ridicule 
the threat as an empty one, 

The democrats have placed them- 
selves in the position of readiness 
to assist early ratification, despite 
the fact that some of the commen- 
tators are today attributing a pur- 


pose of delay to Senator Hitchcock 
and President Wilson in the hopes

that the treaty goes into the cam- 


paign. 
Treaty In Elections, 

Not a single member of the Geor- 
gia delegation, especially on the 
house side, wants the treaty in the 
elections. 

A rather uncertain haze hangs 
over the true status of the peace 
treaty. The heavy bombardment 
from the “irreconcilables” began as 
soon as the pact came formally be- 
fore the senate. There seems to be 
little interest in whether the treaty 
is ratified today, tomorrow or next 


week, and even when Senator Hitch- | 
cock, the acting democratic leader, |

“I think the retailer has a very 


definite part to play in making la- 
bor see that light,” Mr. Fige said. 
‘You retailers are di¢tators to the 
manufacturer, and should reflect the 
public’s attitude to the manufac- 
turer. The public is entirely satu- 
rated with high prices. I doubt if it 
can absorb very much more. This 
brings us to the danger of an over- 
stocked retailer, if prices zo much 
higher, and I think the time may 
be not far distant when this will 
be seen. 

“The refusal of the public to buy 
has been ‘seen in woman's attire. 
first; the refusal of the women to 
absorb further increases. Men usu- 
allyare considered the more pru- 
dent buyers, but the women are first 
this time. 

“IT think the necessity for a re- 
duction in prices is to save business. 
It used to be to appease the con- 
sumer, butitis to save business this 
time. The public, in large part, has 
lost confidence in the big business 
of the country. We want to re-es- 
tablish that confidence. I believe 
it is the one thine the tovernment 
cando. We realize in Washington. 
however, that we cannot reduce 
prices ‘without the aid of all in- 
terests. 

“We are not going to allow you 
additional profits for additional 
risks. Goods will have to be sold 
at market prices, and will have to 
be delivered on the contract prices. 

“It. is not entirely the fault of 
the retailer that prices are high. I 
think he was largely responsible at 
the outset for the ‘skyrocketing’ of 
prices.- I don’t mean that he was 
altogether to blame. The con- 
sumer’s demands put goods on the 
auction block. 

“The retailer was the first to real- 
izethat prices were too high. He

REPUBLIC OF FRANCE: 


Reported That Poincare May 
. Become Member of Repa- 
rations Commission. 


Paris, February. 18.—At the cere! 
mony through which President 
Deschanel. was formally invested 
with his new office today 
there was a felicitous ex- 
change between him and the re- 


tiring president. M. Poincaire, 
greeting his successor, said the 
presidency could not be entrusted 
to a better man than he who had 
held such a brilliant place in the 
parliament, and who well knew how 
to fill the role of an impartial um- 
pire and adviser. The new presi- 
dent, said M. Poincare, would be 
able to rely on the co-operat of 
all Frenchmen, and he expréssed 
confidence that the striking per- 
sonal merits of M. Deschanel and 
his ardent patriotism would inspire 
the country. 

President Deschanel in replying 
thanked the retiring president, re- 
marking that in order to fulfill his 
duty he would have only to follow 
the example of his predecessor, who 
had represented France with ad- 
mirable patriotism during the tragic 
times of the last few years. He 
added that, relying upon the confi- 
dence of the two houses of parlia- 
ment, he would work with all his 
heart for the rule of law and glory 
of the French republic. 

Premier Millerand today offered 
President-elect Deschanel the res- 
ignation of the cabinet, as is cus- 
tomary upon the accession of a new 
president.

GENERAL W. E. MICKLE 
ANSWERS FINAL CALL 


Adjutant General of United 
Confederate Veterans Dies 
at Home in Mobile. 


Mobile, Ala, February 18.—Gen- 
eral William E. Mickle, adjutant 
general of the United Confederate 
Veterans, and one of the best-known 


men of the confederacy. died at his 
home here today after an illness of 
only two weeks. He was 74 years 
of age and was born in Cotumbia, 
South Carolina. 

General Mickle served throughout 
the civil war, enlisting when he was 
17 years old. He was a member of 
the Mobile cadets, Company A, a 
crack organization of the Third 
Alabama regiment, and was twice 
wounded during the war. At the 
close of the war he engaged in the 
book business in Mobile, and in 
1903 was made adjutant general of 
the United Confederate Veterans. He 
maintained offices in New Orleans 
for a number of years, but was later 
given permission to transfer the 
headquarters here. 

General Mickle is survived by his 
widow: two sisters,,Mrs. Mary M. 
McEwan, of Washington, amd Miss 
Nenie Mickle. of Camden, 8S. C.; 
three daughters, Miss Carol Mickle, 
of Century, Fla.; Mrs. Frank C, 
Rolfe. of Detroit. and Mrs. Thomas

In two particular 
cases the great powers have totally 
failed to fulfill their duty toward 
Greece. They have refused to take 
the necéssary steps to insure Greek 
occupation of the Aegean islands 
and of northern Epirus. On the 
subject of the Aegean islands there 
has never been any debate; in the 
very dawn of history these islands 
were Greek and Greek they have 
remained. Yet Italy has occupid 
many of them as a consequence of 
her Turkish war 
hold them. 


A Japanese occupation of Long 
Island would be no more of an of- 
fending against the rights of na- 


tionality than the Italian stay in 
Rhodes or the scattered islands of 
the Dodecanese. In these islands 
the Greek war for independence was 
gallantly waged, the centenary of 
which will be celebrated next vear. 
The single hope of the inhabitants, 
more than & hundred thousand, has 
been to return to the Hellenic na- 
tion ever since there was a Greek 
— offering them a national asy- 
um, 


The case of the islands is every 
bit as clear as the case of Dalmatia, 
the Italians in Rhodes are offenders 


against justice exactly as much as 
were the Austrians who held Trieste 
and the Trentine. There is no claim 
the Italians have urged for the Irre- 
denta which may not be urged by 
the Greeks in Chies and Rhodes. 
And if Italy is to be permitted to 
establish herself on Greek islands 
in the heart of the Greek Aegean, 
then there is the beginning of a 
new phase of the Eastern question, 
out of which came the world war. 


Nor is the case of northern Epirus 
and particularly of Keritza less 


clear. -The territory is a part of 
ancient Greece;’ Tepelleni, on the 
very frontier of Greek claims, is, by 
translation, the hfll of the Hellenes. 
Dodona is an ancient altar of Greek 
nationalism. Koritsa is the site, or 
was until-recently, of a flourishing 
Greek school. The population of 
these districts welcomed the Greeks 
when the powers permitted Greece 
to occupy them during the world 
war. Without Koritza the whole of 
the Greek lands west of the Pindus 
are open to invasion and there is no

GREEKS BLOCKED 

BY ITALIANS 

Once more it is Italian ambition 
which blocks Greeks national aspi- 
ration. The Italians have occupied 
Valona at the Straits of Otranto: 
they plan to make this base the key 
of the Adriatic; they are anxious to 
extend their area of occupation 
around Valona as widely as pos- 
sible. To do this they are using 
the cover of Albanian’ national 
sentiment to justify themselves. 
They are trying to create an Al)- 
bania which, under their domina- 
tion, will extend far south into the 
Hellenie districts. In doing this 
they are permitting and encourag- 
ing the Albanians to drive the Greek 
majority out of Epirus, relying upon 
the Albanian minority presently by 
their votes to give a color to Al- 
banian claims, which here are noth- 
ing but disguises for Italian ambi- 
tion. 

No one will expect the United 
States to send fleets or armies to 
assist the Greeks, righteous as is 
their cause and just as would be 
such an action, but there ought to 
be some American appreciation of 
the Balkan situation and some moral 
support at least for one more op- 
pressed race seeking national rein- 
tegration. The oldest national aspi- 
ration is that of the: Greeks: they 
have been faithful to it since a time 
which antedates the very existence 
of other nations and of race con- 
sciousness among the other tribes 
which still survive. 

In Venizelos Greece has produced 
one of the very greatest statesmen 
of contemporary times and the serv- 
ices of Venizelos to the allied cause 
at a grave crisis In the world war 
were of inestimable value. Thanks 
to this man Greece has pursued her 
national aims with every regard for 
'the peace of the world. Her confi- 
dence in the ultimate justice of her 
cause has been complete. But un- 
fortunately there is today grave 
danger that Greek rights may be 
sacrificed, because the world com- 
prehension of the issues in the 
Aegean has not been sufficiently 
aroused. 

With several hundred thousands 
of Greek citizens, whose loyalty to 
America has been strikingly dis- 
Played in America and in Greece 
alike,the United States has certain- 
ly a moral concern in seeing the 
legitimate aspiration of all Greeks 
realized and American sympathy 
and interest may yet prove a de- 
cisive element. As it stands today 
more than a quarter of a million 
Greeks are in imminent peril of be- 
ing permanently transferrd—so far 
as injustice can be permanent—to 
Italians and Italo-Albanian rule. 

Even at the hour when interna- 
tional sympathies are lowest and 
American attention {is most narrow- 
ly concentrated upon American 
problems, there must still be at least 
an effective minority still loyal to 
the principles millions of Americans 
were professing only a year ago. 
And nowhere better than in the 
case of the Aegean Isles whose Hel- 
lenic character Byron sang more 
than a century ago, are these prin- 
ciples at stake.

UNIFICATION ENDED 


Big Force in Office of Ter- 
minal Manager Will Be 
Discontinued. 


With the the announcement Wed- 
nesday morning of the abolishing 
of the office of terminal manager 
of Atlanta by the regional direc- 
tor’s office, to become effective 
March 1, it was also announced that 
on that date the unification of the 
Atlanta terminals, that have been 
under one head since the govern- 
ment took over the railroads, will 
also be terminated. 

D. Kirkland, who served 
throughout the war period as ter- 
minal manager, and who. became 
known as one of the - most efficient 
terminal operators connected with 
the southern region, will leave the.

ager. He held this position when 
brought to Atlanta by the admin- 
istration to serve as terminal man- 
ager. Mr. Kirkland returns to 'Au- 
gusta to take up his duties, and it 
has been stated that upon the reor- 
ganization of that company, after 
its receivership has been termi- 
nated, he will be made president, 
as well as general manager, of the 
road. 

By abolishing the office of ter- 
minal manager here, a large force 
will be discontinued, many of whom 
will find employment with fail- 
roads, it was stated. Chief Clerk 
Ww. H. L. Nelms, however, will re- 
main in Atlanta as the general 
agent for the Georgia and Florida 
railroad. 

The abolishment of the termi- 
nal managers’ office will also place 
the union station, the terminal sta- 
tion and the freight terminals of 
Atlanta under separate organiza- 
tions, as they were before the roada 
were takeh over by the govern- 
ment.

Thrills Large Audience

But the won- 
ders of his imagination wove his 
big house into his web, and one 
could hear a pin drop, even through 
the devious ways of the Variations. 

An arresting appearance he has, 
very tall, and with the slight stoop 
of the student; his face large and 
solemn, and his eyes seeing* farther, 
you would say, than most people.

It is needless *to say that the 
Rachmaninoff program as printed 
was not sufficient for his hearers. 
Lesseriartists have had to give many 
encores, and in spite of the great 
physical demand of the works he 
had played, and the mental strain 
attendant upon the quality of his 
performance, which so evidently 
draws upon his every faculty, the 
great Russian was called upon for 
more, and while a throng crowded 
close to the stage, he responded until 
even generosity could grant no more,

The checks 
were left for collection and the 
bonds were to be forwarded to the 
address given by the stranger.

BILL TO PRESERVE 
THE GOLD STANDARD 


gress at Once—To Stimu- 
late Production. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, February 18.—The 


American Mining congress hag pre- | 


pared, with the assistance of a group 
of leading financiers from all over 
America, a bill to be introduced 
in congress tomorrow for the pur- 


pose of protecting the federal gold 
reserve from further depletion by 
industrial use and to stimulate gold 
production, now reduced to $40,000,- 
000 annually. 

At the Chicago convention in 1918, 


and again at St. Louis in 1919, the 
American Bankers’ association pass- 
ed a strong resolution asking the 
congress of the United States to 
take some steps to preserve the gold 
standard of the United. States. In 
November tast, the American Min- 
ing congress called a national con- 
gress of bankers, economists, and 
gold producers in St. Loulg to dis- 
cuss the gold situation. It was 
shown that while the production in 
the United States in 1915 was_$101,+ 
000,000, in 1919 it was but $58,000,- 
000, a loss of 42 per cent: and es- 
timates indicate that the production 
for the present year will be less 
than $40,000,000. 
Help Is Necessary. 

Extended investigation of the gold 
situation, in behalf of the Ameri- 
can Mining congress, has shown that 
through the advancement of com- 
modity ‘prices from 100 per 
cent in 1913 to 322 per cent 
in 1919, the increased cost of sup- 
plies and = laber has “reached 
auch a point that the normal pro- 
duction of gold cannot be maintain- 
ed without some help from congress. 
The inflation of curréney through 
conditions imposed by the war ta- 
gether with the depletion of gold 
reserve by combination of = cir- 
cumstances has brought the fed- 
eral reserve gold ratio down to 
44.88 on December 26, last, leaving 
a margin of but 6.2 per cent above 
the requirements of the féderal re- 
serve act, a margin which in the 
opinion of conservative bankers is 
too small. During 1919, the manu- 
facturers of the United States used 
$80,537,600 worth of gold, $21,848.- 
800 more than was produced in the 
United States, and the indications 
for the present year are that the 
American jewelry buyers will de- 
mand far more for manufacturing 
purposes than the total demands 
of 1919. At the close of 1918 there 


was a gold cover of 60 cents in the 
treasury for every federal reserve 
dollar. At the close of 1919 this 
had declined to 659.3 cents. The
